Will Explain the European 
Situation 



CANADIAN CLUB 

Large Attendance Expected 
to Be Present 



The Right Hon. Sir George E. Fos 
ter, G.C.M.G.. K.C.M.G., P.C. 
D.C.L.. LL.D., M.A., will address th 
students on Tuesday afternoon, at five 
o'clock, in the Royal Victoria College. 
His subject is "The European Situation," 
on which he is eminently qualified to 
peak, having represented Britain ant 
Canada in varied European diplomat ir 
missions. In addition to this, Sir George 
is generally recognized as one of Can- 
ada's greatest public speakers. 

Tuesday's meeting is the ninth an 
last for this year oi the McGill Caua 
(.Man Club. Three other meetings which 
had been planned have, owing to lack 
of time, been cancelled. At these, rc 
spectivcly> Sir Loincr Gouin, Minister uf 
lusticc, Hon. T. A. Crerar, M.I'., for- 
mer National Progressive Leader, and 
lion. F. B. Carvcll, K.C. Chief Rail- 
way Commissioner for Canada, were to 
have spoken. 

Sir Cieorgc Foster is one of the Em- 
pire's foremost statesmen. Born in 
New Brunswick of Loyalist descent, lie 
carried off the highest honors in Hit 
provincial University. Later he attend- 
ed Edinburgh University, winning new 
laurels, and subsequently was at Heidel- 
berg in Germany. After a brief pro- 
fessional career, he in 188-' entered poli- 
tics, representing Kings in N.B. He 
became .Minister of Marine in Sir John 
A. Maedonald's Government in 1885. 
and in 1888 Finance Minister, which po- 
sition he held upon the defeat of the Con- 
servative administration in 1896. With 
the return of his party to power in 1911, 
Sir George became Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, which portfolio he filled 
until the downfall of the Mciglicn Gov- 
ernment in 1921. lie was a represen- 
tative of Great Britain at the Paris 
■eonomic Conference in 1914, and rep- 
resented Canada at the Peace Confer- 
ence in 1919. He is now the most dis- 
tinguished member of Hie Canadian Sen- 
ate. 

A deep student of politics in general, 
and usually so of European politcs, with 
a master command of eloquence, and the 
tempered wisdom of advancing years 
Sir George will doubtless give a talk : 
which any and every student may wei 
listen.

R. Wiggins, Med. '24, Pre- 
sented With Shield 



MEDTAl STUDENT 
UNDERWENT OPERATION 

The McGill student body will be 
sorry to hear that George Eaton, Med. 
'25, was unfortunately seized with an 
attack of appendicitis. He was taken 
to the Royal Victoria Hospital and 
operated on Saturday night. At the 
time of going to press he was report- 
ed to be progressing favourably. 



On Saturday morning, at the Genera' 
Hospital, preceding the nine o'clock 
clinic, Rex Wiggins, Med. '24, and cap- 
tain of the Harrier team, was the re- 
cipient of a shield for thoroughbred 
sportsmanship from the University of 
Toronto athletes. 

Skclley, president of Medicine '24. 
introduced R. A. Williams, of the Den- 
tal College of the Toronto University, 
who represented Varsity at the Alma 
Mater Dance, and who was delegated 
to make the presentation. 

In a few words. Williams said that 
the display of sportsmanship by Wig- 
gins .was unique- Two similar cases- 
were on record in Canada, namely, 
that of G. Goulding, the famous walker, 
and J. W. Geddcs, a long distance run- 
ner of note. 

The present incident occurrcnt here 
last fall in the Intcrcolcgiatc Harrier 
run, and was recalled by the speaker. 
Towards the end of the cross-country 
cvcift, Goforth, of Toronto, who was in 
the lead, took a wrong turn from the 
course. Wiggins, who was behind in 
second place, saw this, and stopping, 
directed Goforth back to the right 
course, and waited until the Toronto run- 
ner again had assumed the lead he held 
on taking the wrong turn, then resum- 
ed the race. Goforth won, with Wig- 
gins a close second. 

It was this splendid action of Wig- 
gins that lost him the race, but evoked 
the admiration and respect of everyone; 
and the Toronto athletes decided to 
make a suitable reward to Wiggins for 
his action. So a committee was formed

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THE SWING OF THE PENDULUM 



That "the old order changeth yielding place to new" is as true 
today as it was in the brave days when King Arthur consigned his 
sword to the magic mere. This is especially so in educational mat- 
ters. The ancient regime when a man's education was judged by 
his ability to resuscitate a dead language in ponderous quotations 
is one of the many ways in- which God no longer fulfils himself. 

The new ideals and standards of education, however, while un- 
doubtedly much preferable to the deadened classicism of the past, 
is in danger of running to the opposite extreme. The pendulum 
may swing too far. The college graduate of today is expected to 
be a competent business man, an accomplished technician, a sue 
ccssful professional man. In many cases the whole educational ma 
chinery of a university is concentrated on turning out highly spec- 
ialised cogs in the wheels of industry, and the true object of edu- 
cation seems sometimes to be lost sight of. 

The object of education may be to turn out men who arc learned 
in a particular branch of knowledge, but its greater end should be 
to develop men who are gentlemen — versed in courtesy, sensitive 
to the ever present appeal of beauty in art and nature and the coin 
mon little things of every clay. The educated man is a man of 
■honour, a good friend, and a good sport. And he is, too, a man in 
telligentlv interested in political questions of the day, and in the 
Mem of social justice.

Butler and Woodhouse Star 
for McGill 



In an exhibition game played at St. 
Anne's Saturday afternoon, between the 
teams representing Macdonald College 
and McGill, the wearers of the green 
and gold emerged on the long end of a 
33—26 score. The Macdonald men un- 
doubtedly deserved their victory, for. 
starting the second half five points down 
they overcame their opponents' advan- 
tage and went into a lead which they 
never relinquished. The red and white 
staged a brilliant rally in the flying mo- 
ments uf the game, but when they came 
within three points of ticing the score, 
but successive baskets by Lamb and 
Amaron put the issue bcyon doubt. 

The two teams both played men rep- 
resentative of their intermediate and 
junior squads, and a pretty fair brand 
of basketball was put up throughout. At 
limes play became strenuous and un- 
necessary -fouling spoilt some brilliant 
flashes of combination that appeared 
during the second period, when McGill 
ina.de a determined effort to overcome 
t'.:cir opponents' lead. 

The appearance of Conk 1 in on the 
Macdonald line-up at the start of the 
second half brought forth a roar of ap- 
plause from the spectators, and the re- 
sult of the game was in a large measure 
due to him. He scored three baskets, 
and although playing gaurd. roamed all 
over the floor, breaking up McGill at- 
tacks and feeding liis forwards in a 
heady manner. Towards the end he 
showed a tendency to mix it up, but 
referee Drigham kept t he game well in 
lis-.nd. 

A ma ron and Lamb both played effec- 
tive games. 1 1 1 c former bringing the 
crowd 10 its feel on more than one oc- 
casion with the spectacular baskets that 
he iosscd from all angles and positions 
on the floor. The Macdonald man is 
a brother of F.rrol A ma ron, McGill star 
:c:::or basketball player and recently 
elected President of the Students' Coun- 
cil. 

Fur McGill, Butler. Woodhouse and 
Shriptser combined well and secured the 
majority qf the team's points. Wood- 
house Was the pivot for several beauti- 
fully executed attacks which more than 
once resulted in a basket. Butler put 
up a great game, scoring five baskets 
and assisting in several other instances 
when points were secured- Shriptser 
worked hard an-d his two baskets in 
rapid succession in the last few minutes 
of the game put the crowd in a frenzy 
of excitement. Frequent changes were 
made by 'Manager Hayes, and- the subs.. 
Ferguson. Crimson and Granik were 
given plenty of opportunity to disphy 
their wares. 

Immediately from :he ins* up. Lam! 
secured and found the basin ; from di- 
rectly underneath, putting Macdonald 
two up. Fur a i-me Macdonald con- 
Sinucd as aggressors, but the red and 
white, steadying down, commenced to 
press. .Woodhouse and Butler combining 
on a beautiful effort, the latter scoring, 
bringing the teams level. Macdonald 
and Shriptser counted four more points 
on individual efforts, putting McGill well 
out in front. Amaron scored on a 
long shot from mid floor that brought 
forth applause for its spectacular na- 
ture. ' Butler went down alone, and 
counted from the side, adding another a 
moment later on a free shot. At this 
point Macdonald was shooting wiltllj 
from well out, while the McGill men 
worked right up under .the basket. 
Smith tossed a neat one, McGill coming 
right back when Shriptser accepted But- 
ler's pass and found the basket from a 
difficult angle. Woodhouse and Lamb 
drew personal fouls, but neither side 
counted on the resulting free- shots. 
Butler and Woodhouse added two more 
points each, while Amaron for Macdon- 
ald, secured a basket with another .spec- 
tacular shot. Granik came on. re- 
placing Macdonald, and soon made his 
presence fell by tossing a pretty one 
from the side, followed by Butler on a 
combined effort. Crimson for Butler. 
Woodhouse counted on a free shot. Fer- 
guson for Shriptser. Lamb scored with 
his hack to the baykct, while Amaron 
pulled the same stunt a moment later. 
Bowen went through for another just as 
the whistle blew for half time, with the 
score 20—15 in McGill's favour- 

During I he first half McGill had a 
big edge, combining better and working 
harder under the baskets. Macdonald 
( allowed their checks to roam, hut to- 
wards the end of the half, when Mc- 
Gill sent in their sub forwards, pulled 
up considerably. 
McGill started their regular lineup 
I for the second half, while Macdonald 
trotted out Conklin, their star defence 
man, who replaced James. Play con 
tinucd for some time before Amaron 
scored, adding another a second later. 
When Conklin went down and put Mac- 
donald in the lead with a beautiful shot 
from the side, the crow*] went wild. 
The game became very fast, and the 
teams began to rough it up a little. 
Grimson replaced Woodhouse. I„imb 
scored, followed by two baskets tossed 
by Conklin. the last one from almost 
mid floor. Ferguson for Shriptser. 
Woodhouse for Butler. Woodhouse 



added two points on free tries. With 
three minutes to go, Shriptser and But- 
ler were shot into the game, replacing 
Ferguson and Grimson. McGill staged 
a brilliant rally, rushing Macdonald off 
their feet, Shriptser finding the basket 
twice on shots culminating from fast 
and heady passing of the McGill for- 
wards. The rally was short lived, the 
Macdonald defence tightening up. while 
Lamb and Amaron each counted before 
the final whistle. Game over: Macdon- 
ald, 33; McGill. 26.

FRESHETTES PROVE 
POWER AS ORATORS 

R.V.C. '26 Defeat R.V.C. '23 
in Debate Thursday 



The affirmative of the subject: "Re- 
solved, that monthly or semi-monthly 
tests arc preferable to sessional exam- 
inations," was upheld by the girJs of the 
first year, who won a notable success 
in defeating the seniors in the final 
inter-year debate which was held on 
Thursday afternoon in the R. V. C. 
Common Room. 

Miss Frances Scçprd. the first speaker 
for the affirmative, said that frequent 
tests were preferable to sessional ex- 
aminations, as they greatly lessened the 
clement of chance, and thus were ,a 
fairer way of showing the student's real 
ability. . Frequent, tests, she continued, 
were very useful to the professor, as 
they enabled him to sec what progress 
his classes were making, and to correct 
their mistakes in his lectures. This 
system. Miss Second conidered of great 
benefit to the tudent, as it encouraged 
him to work systematically, and train 
ed him to express himself clearly and 
concisely. 

Miss MacPhail, the first speaker for 
the negative, stated that the plan ad 
vocated by her opponents would be dctri 
mental to the true interests of higher 
education, as it would lay too much em- 
phasis on the mere learning of facts- 
She also observed that it would take 
up too much of the professors' time, 
and so prevent them from accomplish- 
ing as much in reading and research 
work as they arc at present able to do. 

Miss Doris Cr"awford, the second 
speaker for the affirmative, said that 
nervousness at long examinations, and 
tin- inevitable fatigue which comes to- 
wards the end of a week of such exam- 
inations often prevented students from 
doing their best, but that a system of 
frequent tests would remove both these 
causes of failure. 

In . defence of the present system, 
Miss Teed said that a final examination 
required a survey of the subject as a 
whole, which the student who had 
monthly examinations might fail to 
get. She also maintained that cram- 
ming-, which the examination system en- 
courages was a good thing, since it 
taught people to get up subjects' quickly 
and to nick out the important things al 
once. 

In the five minutes given for rebut- 
tal. Miss Sccord refuted some of her 
opponents' arguments and summed up 
her own and those of her colleague. 

Miss Pickcl, Professor Sandwc.ll and 
Professor Slack were unanimously of 
the opinion that the victory belonged to 
the first year, and in announcing litis 
decision, Professor Slack g,ive some 
helpful criticism to the speakers.

A vast change has taken place in the 
manner of presentation of the Co-cds' 
playjct; In discussing their act, one 
must remember' that 'they have a very 
large number taking part, and that con- 
siderable difficulty is natural when as 
many as forty people have to be dealt 
ith. Notwithstanding their handicaps, 
it is to be noted to their credit thai very 
little is now lacking to make their ef- 
fort a dramatic masterpiece. They 
have several very clever dialogues, bc- 
sidcs.an exhibition of dancing which will 
bear 'no criticism- Mis Foster and 
Miss Sharpies deserve much praise for 
the creditable performance which they 
have organized in such a comparatively 
short time. These two acts were lauded 
by Mr. Trcmaync, who considered that 
neither of the companies would need 
many more rehearsals ; his assistance in 
•nging theses kits up to their present 
standard has been invaluable. Another 
bringing these skits up to their present 
merited applause is that put on by the 
men from Medicine; the plot is a rather 
amusing one. and the smal amount of 
music that they have is well chosen. 
The play is actually a burlesque on a 
recent ocurrcncc of world-wide interest, 
and the humourous picturing of living 
characters is worthy of mention. 

Arts is rapidly rounding into shape 
for the show, and as there arc a few 
young "ladies" in their cast who will in 
all probabjjily defy identification, the 
act should provide amusing minutes for 
the, audience. It is unfortunate to be 
obliged to mention that certain of the 
men in this cast seem to be rather in- 
clined to disregard the necessary prac- 
tices, although there is no doubt that dur- 
ing this week everyone will give as 
much attention as is required to perfect 
the skits. One group which deserves 
especial note are the Science actors, who, 
although they decided at a rather laic 
date to take part in the performance, 
have set to with great energy, and will 
provide a decidedly novel performance 
consisting of some of the scientific 
wonders which they apply to perfectly 
natural actions, with the result that very 
strange scenic effects have been produc- 
ed and will keep many of the specta- 
tors at the highest pitch of excitement. 

So far nothing very much, can be said' 
of 'Commerce and Dentistry, as the 
pieces which they will , stage arc not as- 
far advanced as they might be. There 
is no doubt, however, that they both 
have the makings of good acts, and all 
this wcclc will be devoted to improving 
them.

A photographer of this city, whose 
.inn is patronized by many students 
.vas recently interviewed by the "Daily," 
nul was asked several questions in 
égards to students now and then. As 
he firm has been taking college pictures 
for over sixty years, some very inter- 
esting information was obtained. 

Upon being asked how many students 
'he firm had taken pictures of, the 
photographer slated : 

"That is a question that would take 
ipiite a lot of figuring to answer, as we 
have records of photographing McGil! 
groups in 1857, and I myself have takei 
most of the graduating classes sine 
1891 . There has been quite a change, 
as the early composition groups were 
mostly full length portraits, with the 
professors sitting at a table, and tin 
•.indents grouped around, but as tin 
classes grew larger, the head am!

"It is a most interesting study of char- 
acter in photographing so many boys 
and girls, wondering how they will 
come out in later life.
